The trial of . lh case of James P.
Shea, proprietor of the Shea building
in Bank street, against jnreaericit i.
Gavitt, proprietor of the Hotel Royal
building, in Hew London, was resumed
in the suuerior court in New London
Thursday. The Shea building- and the
Hotel Royal baildinjr adjoin in mdk
street and the plaintiff la suing to re-
cover $15,000 for damages to his 'build-
ing alleged to have been caused toy
water falling from the building of the
defendant against his building.

When court came in Thursday morn
ing, the first witness called was Ar
chitect tjnaries 1. treeion, oi mis uny,
who testified to having furnished the
plans and superintended the construc
tion, of the Shea building. The ques
tion of boundary line 8X089 at that time,
but he had been authorized 'by Mr.

hea to secure the services of a civil
engineer at any time to determine- the
line. The building had been X;on- -
structed on lines furnished Dy tne
architect and civil engineer.

Frank L. Hale, explained various
protographs of the outside and interior
of the "building showing1' the condition
of both.

He testified that the plans
showed that the roof of tho Gavitt
building projected over, the line three
inches.

Thomas Fowler, a mason, was next
called and "told of the. condition of the
exterior of thebuildlnar alleged, to have-
been damaged by water.

FOR STATE INSTITUTIONS.

State-Purchasin- Agent Was Not Rec
ommended by Committee.

'

A meeting held in the old senate
chamber in the capitol at Hartford on
Thursday to consider the matter of
making purchases for state institutions
was attended by about 2ft heads of in
stitutions and others interested In their
management. Dr., Henry S. Noble.
superintendent of the Connecticut hos-
pital for the insane -- at Middletown,
presided, and Dr. Henry" 01." Pollock,
superintendent of the Norwich hospital
for the Insane, was secretary.

The report of the committee ap
pointed at a previous meeting was
considered. The report recommended
that a permanent organization to con-
sist of managers and heads of - the
various institutions of the state 4) ef
fected.

It also . recommended that a Joint
committee on purchase and the stan
dardization of dommodities - be estao- -
lished, consisting of the comptroller of
or 'one of the state auditors, one mem
bers from the state tuberculosis com-
mission and the head or other repre-
sentative of each of the following in-
stitutions: State tuberculosis sanatori-um- s

at Norwich, Meriden, ffCewington
and Shelton; Connecticut hospital for
insane. Norwich hospital for insane,
epileptic colony, the Connecticut state
prison, Connecticut state reformatory.
Connecticut school for boys. Connecti
cut industrial school for girls, Connec
ticut school lor- imbeciles and i"itch s
home for soldiers and soldiers hospi-
tal.

The committee did not recommend
a state purchasing agent, and the
members who took part in the discus-
sion impressed on the meeting that
the committee did not make a. recom-
mendation to that effect.

Former Governor Frank B. Weeks
said the committee had given"a. gTeat
deal of attention to the conditions in
Massachusetts, tout the trustees of the
Connecticut hospital for the insane,
whom he represented, had found that
the cost of things purchased for their
institution was SO cents less per .capita.
than in tnat state where there was a
purchasing agent. The per capita cost
at the Connecticut hospital for the in- -
sane was 3.tip.a resolution was adopted to the ef
fect that it was the sense of the meet
xng tnat an organization oe xormed andthat a committee of seven he appoint.
ed, with the object of securing a better
method : for the purchase of supplies
and to look into other matters for the
benefit of the institutions of the state.
